The  spring  and  summer  cleaning,  mowing  and  grading  at 
the  cemeteries  continues  to  be  a  problem  to  the  Trustees  due  to 
the  scarcity  of  labor  when  it  is  needed.  This  year  it  was  done 
by  borrowing  the  road  crew  for  three  days  which  may  not  be 
possible  in  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Stoddard : 

The  problems  of  present-day  education  are  revolved 
around  the  question  of  exactly  what  will  our  boys  and  girls 
need  for  educational  background  to  take  them  adequately 
through  at  least  the  next  thirty  or  forty  years  of  life.  Fre- 
quently we  meet  the  person  who  has  to  have  penicillin  or  one 
of  the  other  latest  drugs  for  his  ailment,  has  the  latest  tele- 
vision set  and  automobiles,  or  has  the  latest  electrical  gadgets 
in  his  kitchen;  and  yet  is  sincerely  convinced  that  when  it 
comes  to  education,  the  old  methods  of  education  are  everlast- 
ingly good.  Obviously  these  views  are  at  least  inconsistent  and 
can  be  dangerous  to  the  welfare  of  the  community.  Our  edu- 
cational objectives  are  influenced  by  our  conception  of  how  the 
child  learns  and  of  how  the  social  setting  in  which  he  lives 
affects  that  learning.  Science  has  made  tremendous  strides  in 
developing  knowledge  along  these  lines  just  as  it  has  in  the 
fields  of  human  comfort. 

Here  in  Stoddard,  your  school  has  made  amazing  progress 
in  bringing  its  educational  program  up  to  date.  The  sincere 
cooperation  between  parents  and  the  school  must  have  made 
the  hard  work  of  your  School  Board  during  this  trjang  period, 
a  little  easier  to  bear. 

To  understand  the  new  emphasis  in  education,  requires  a 
full  understanding  of  the  principles  of  democracy,  the  part  the 
school  must  play  in  developing  the  democratic  concept  of  gov- 
ernment all  over  the  world ;  and  the  immediate  emergency  con- 
fronting us  if  we  are  to  even  preserve  our  democracy.  A  first 
responsibility  of  a  citizen  in  a  democracy  is  of  course  to  develop 
his  ways  of  gathering  information  and  of  using  it.  Our  school 
is  doing  an  excellent  job  in  this  field  as  can  be  shown  through 
examination  of  the  records  of  graduates  and  on  the  basis  of 
scores  in  national  tests. 
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A  second  responsibility  of  a  citizen  in  a  democracy  is  to 
live  as  a  democratic  citizen.  To  do  this,  he  must  understand 
the  democratic  process  thoroughly.  Our  schools  have  done  a 
rather  poor  job  in  this  area  for  the  past  fifty  years  and  now  we 
wonder  how  so  many  people  can  be  lured  into  ever  thinking 
about  other  types  of  government.  The  answer  is  obvious  since 
people  do  not  understand  the  process  to  which  they  subscribe. 
The  question  is  then  — 

CAN  DEMOCRACY  BE  TAUGHT? 

A  newspaper  recently  expressed  intense  surprise  that  so 
many  highly  intellectual  people  apparently  were  susceptible  to 
the  lures  of  Communism  or  some  other  ^'ism".  Those  who  have 
studied  education  and  its  responsibilities  have  long  ago  dis- 
covered that  democracy  has  to  be  thoroughly  experienced  in 
the  classroom  if  it  is  to  be  understood  and  be  lived  later  by 
these,  children  become  adults. 

Educators  know  that  the  book-worms  so-called  may  likely 
not  come  to  love  and  understand  the  democratic  way  of  life, 
unless  they  really  experience  this  way  of  life.  School  life  has 
to  be  such  as  to  let  them  live  through  real  situations  common 
to  the  democratic  process.  To  achieve  such  partice  will  require 
teachers  who  understand  the  process  of  democratic  living  thor- 
oughly, themselves.  For  some  time  now  we  have  relied  on  the 
stories  of  wars  and  treaties  to  inculcate  in  our  boys  and  girls,  a 
burning  love  for  our  democracy.  Democracy  never  has  meant 
any  such  a  thing  to  any  one  and  consequently  we  have  a  world 
of  people,  some  of  whom  give  it  lip  service  to  democratic  theor- 
ies, but  we  find  few  who  understand  democracy  as  a  way  of  life. 

Teachers  and  parents  too  must  emphasize  the  reasons  for 
its  success.  Children  have  to  learn  how  to  live  democratically 
in  their  schools  and  communities.  Some  schools  will  take  longer 
than  others  to  adopt  a  democratic  way  of  life.  When  all  chil- 
dren in  our  schools  live  and  understand  the  basic  principles 
involved,  democracy  will  win  over  any  ism"  and  a  stronger 
democracy  can  force  a  lasting  peace  on  the  world,  because  of 
its  intense  effectiveness. 
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As  Dr.  Edgar  Fuller,  our  former  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation, so  aptl.y  put  it:  "New  times  demand  new  schools.  Rote 
learning,  lock-step  teaching,  "busy  work"  which  wheedles  hours 
away  in  meaningless  memorizing  or  pointless  copying  are  not 
suited  to  the  needs  of  growing  boys  and  girls.  Neither  are 
dingy,  dark,  and  unsanitary  buildings,  creaking  with  memor- 
ies which  only  the  elder,  looking  back,  revere  —  The  3^oung 
people  in  our  school  should  be  living  happily  and  working 
hopefully  as  friends  and  neighbors,  building  together  a  com- 
monwealth of  good  citizens  for  a  peaceful  world." 

CONCLUSION 
Your  School  Board  in  compliance  with  your  generous  sup- 
port has  completely  modernized  the  school  house  to  a  point 
where  it  is  now  a  real  joy  to  be  attending  it.  The  regional  State 
Health  inspector  recently  sent  me  a  letter  as  follows :

Except  for  a  few  lights  which  are  needed,  the  physical  ap- 
pointments of  your  school  make  it  outstanding  in  the  area. 

As  pointed  out  previously,  the  scholarship  development  is 
most  satisfactory  when  compared  to  national  norms.  Our  devel- 
opment of  democratic  classroom  activities  is  not  quite  as  far 
along  as  our  other  accomplishments.  We  all  realize  the  serious- 
ness of  the  job  ahead  if  we  really  want  to  preserve  and  pro- 
mote the  democratic  way  of  life.   This  is  a  fundamental  job  of 
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American  citizens.  The  schools  have  done  a  bad  job  so  far.  In 
Stoddard,  your  school  has  moved  out  in  front  with  a  wide 
awake  program  geared  to  present  day  needs  of  boys  and  girls 
and  our  future  world.  It  takes  loyal  parents  and  interested 
citizens  to  encourage  School  Boards  and  teachers  who  make 
such  enormous  strides  in  education  as  has  been  done  in  Stod- 
dard in  the  past  three  years. 

It  has  been  a  supreme  pleasure  to  take  part  in  your  pro- 
gress and  to  have  served  your  earnest  and  hard-working :  Mrs. 
McClure,  Mrs.  Hill  and  Mrs.  Mansell  in  their  school  board  prob- 
lems. Mrs.  Lane  and  Mr.  JeAvett  are  also  to  be  commended  for 
their  intense  devotion  to  the  problems  of  your  school  children.

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FOREST  FIRES— OUR  MOST  SHAMEFUL  WASTE 

Everyone  apparently  fears  fires  but  too  many  are  careless  with  it. 
This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in  and  near  woodlands.  Official  figures 
show  that  more  than  98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  result  from  human 
carelessness  and  can  be  prevented.  Consequently,  we  may  say  '^Forest 
Fires  are  our  most  shameful  waste". 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and  their  effects  far  reach- 
ing. Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  products  of  the  forests,  the  protection 
forests  provide  for  game  and  the  supply  of  ground  water.  They  upset 
local  economies  by  drawing  men  from  gainful  employment  and  requiring 
the  expenditure  of  public  funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in  keeping  the  size 
of  fires  small  but  the  number  of  fires  is  increasing.  In  1949  there  were  100 
more  fires  in  New  Hampshire  than  in  1948,  but  they  burned  500  acres 
less.  For  the  warden  and  his  deputies  to  do  the  job  they  are  capable  of, 
they  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the  public — ^YOU! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  PREVENTION— ^re 
stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  toward  which  your  local  forest  fire  warden 
and  his  deputies  are  constantly  working.  It  can  be  achieved  ONLY  if 
YOU  and  YOU  cooperate  with  them.  It  is  worth  YOUR  effort  and  ean 
be  accomplished  by: 

(1)  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodland,  being 
particularly  careful  with  matches  and  cigarettes. 

(2)  Securing   the   required   written   permit   from   the 
warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

(3)  Insisting  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with 
burning  requirements. 

(4)  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected 
and  aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  eliminate  our  most 
shameful  waste.
